President Eisenhower's 
Message

The Chief Rabbi and Mrs, Israel 
Brodie arrived at Southampton aboard 
the Queen Elizabeth on Tuesday even- 
ing after their four-week tour of the 
U.S.A. and Canada as the guests of 
both the Rabbinical Council and the 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Congrega- 
tions of America. 

In the course of his visit to New York 
the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinny 
was conferred on the Chief Rabbi by 
the Yeshiva University there. 

Before: he left the U.S.A. the Chief 
Rabbi. received the following letter from 
President. Eisenhower in. Gettysburg : 

“Max Rabb forwarded your note up 
to-me here mn Gettysburg.

HE Ten Words, core and 

climax of the Oration of 

Moses forming the Sidra of 
Va-Ethchanan, are almost a ver- 
batim. repetition of the Decalogue 
in the Sidra Yithro, in Exodus. The 
variants, few as they are, were 
nevertheless made the subject of 
exposition by scholars and com- 
mentators of all ages, from Tal- 
mudic times to our own days. 


Best known to the layman, through 
the medium of the Lecha Dodi hymn, 


is the rabbinic dictum on the Fourth 


Now 
declaring that the words 
observe” and “remember” which 
respectively introduce that Command- 
ment in Exodus and Deuteronomy, 
were both “communicated by God 
simultaneously "—emphasising thereby 
the complementary values of an intel- 
lectual ‘appreciation of .the Sabbath 
and of its practical observance. 

It is, however, in the Fifth Com- 
mandment, in the one where man 1s 
biddéen to honour his tather and his 
mother, that the rabbis of the Talmud 
found material, through _ textual 
variants, for their most interesting 
homiletical comments. Honour: thy 
father and thy mother, that thy days 
mav be long upon the land which the 
Lord thy. God giveth thee.” Such is 
the text in Exodus xx, 12. But in 
Va-Ethchanan (Deuteronomy: v.. 16) 
the version is amplified by the addition 
of two phrases, which could not but 
impress the didactic:reader.. “ Honour 
thy. father and thy mother, as thé Lord 
thy God commanded thee; that thy 
days may be long and that it may go 
well with thee upon: the. land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee.”

implication being that “if you give 
honour to your parents in their old 
age then, by the. same token, your 
children: will honour you in your old 
age.” A purely natural. consequence

Different and much more rewarding 
is the filial piety that expresses itself 
not merely as a Satisfaction of moral 
urge but as an act of obedience to 
will. of. God, father and mother 
being honoured “as the Lord thy God 
commanded thee.” Here, what looks 
like a response to instinctive demand 
becomes transformed into an act of

homage to the divine, a consecrating 
experience of religious fulfilment. 


APPY,. indeed, are the Jewish 

parents whose sons and daughters 
are possessed of such genuine religious 
feelings as to make their natural acts 
of filial devotion assume unmistakable 
character of acts of worship to God. 
From such children the parents. will 
derive real nachess, Jewish nachess.” 
No spiritual gulf will divide father and 
son. mother and daughter. The world 
of the parents will always remain 
meaningful to the children and the 
interests of the children will con- 
stantly be shared to the full by their 
parents. The presénce of God in their 
midst, felt by parent and ae 
alike and expressed in a hie 
Viddishkeit shared in common, will 
act as a permanent unifying force over 
and above the natural ties of blood 
and instinct.

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THE ARAB BOYCOTT 


Anglo-Israel Chamber of 
Commerce Unaffected 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Despite the intensified threats from 
the inter-Arab boycott committee and 
by individual Arab countries, not one 
out of the several 
hundred represented, has yet seceded 
from the Anglo-Israel Chamber of 
Commerce. But some British corpora- 
tions and firms outside the Chamber 
have succumbed to Arab blackmail 
and severed all connections with Israel. 

The campaign of economic warfare has 
lately widened to embrace firms which 


have. on their Boards Jewish directors or 
employ Jewish personnel, and has become 


a threat not only to Israeli commerce and - 


industry but also to the export and ¢co- 
nomic activities. of . other countries, 
including Britain. 


_ Threat to Leyland Motors Ltd. 


The first time the Arab boycott cam- 
paigners specifically referred to the Anglo- 
Israel Chamber. of Commerce—and 
branded its members as. unfit for trade 
relations with the. Arabs—occurred this 


week when it was announced in Damascus - 


that unless the firm of Leyland. Motors 
Lid., ‘of London, withdrew from the 
Chamber within the next three months it 
would become subject to the Syrian -boy- 


regulations. 


The General Secretary of the Chamber, 
Mr.. Alan. Burke, told me that the 
Chamber had now become one of the 


prmeipal targets of the Arab boycott 
campaign. 
Several firms had been faced |with 


threats similar to the one which had been 
As yet 
we have not had one single resignation 
as a a of those impertinent threats,” 
sai 
We are hoping, however,’ he. went 
“ that firms now outside the Chamber, 
whether they are trading with Israel. or 
not, will lend strength to our efforts by 
becomifhg members themselves. For boy- 


_ cott pressure. affects now not only Israel, 
but also the exports of British firms and 


above all, their freedom to choose with 
whom to trade, to what trade organisa- 
‘tion to bélong and whom to appoint to 
their Boards or to leading positions within 
the firm,” 

lt is also the belief of the Chamber 
that -the Government should take a 
firmer stand and protect the legitimate 
interests of British firms, and . should 
encourage them to resist illegal and 
morally indefensible practices, 

‘There is no justification for assisting 
that kind of Arab aggression by com- 
pliance,”” Mr. Burke declared, “ because 
the Arab countries, after all, also depend 
on their foreign trade and foreign finance. 


‘If. the Government and the larger firms 


would consistently and uncompromisingly 


oppose the boycott. and ignore the 
threats, the Arabs would soon enough 
stop them.” 


Saudi Arabian Pressure Resisted

An appeal to. British Jewry to 
support. morally and politically the 
restitution claims of the Jews in 
Austria was made by Mr. Benjamin 
Schreiber, President of the Agudas 
Israel in Austria, when he _ passed 
through London last week on his way 
back to Austria.

7 | JERUSALEM 
' At four o'clock on Monday after- 
noon, Erev Tisha B’Ab, ali ornaments 
were removed from the tomb of King 
David on Mount Zion—the crowns 
from the Scrolls of the Law standing 
above the tomb and the decorated 
cover normally lying on the tomb.

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“CHIEF RABBINATE 


FUND 


WHEN last month the Treasurer of the 
United Synagogue, Mr. Rossdale, made his 
annual budget statement to the Council, he 
complained of the niggardliness of the 
Manchester Jewish community in its contri- 
butions to the Chief Rabbinate Fund. This 
was not the first occasion on which .Man- 
chester’s attitude has been the subject of 
public reproach, but this ime Manchester was 
stung to reply. A letter from Mr. Samuel 
Davies and Mr. Isidore Sandler, Manchester's 
representatives on the Chief Rabbinate 
Council, was published in our issue of 
June 29. To this the President of the United 
Synagogue, Mr. Ewen Montagu, replied 
the next week, and Manchester’s rejoinder to 
Mr. Montdgu, published last week, came 
from the pen of Alderman Moss. © Mr. 
Montagu’s reply to Alderman Moss appears 
in this issue. . It is unfortunate, though 
hardly surprising,. that debating points 
should have achieved. prominence in. this 
correspondence, and, whatever thoughts are 
evoked by. the remainder of his letter, there 
Alderman. 
Moss's plea that this kind of public argument 
“can scarcely leadto the greater dignity 
and prestige of the Chief Rabbinate.”” That 
should be a paramount consideration, for the 
office has been a cohesive force in. the life

For the time being, the most constructive 


suggestion which has emerged is Alderman 
Moss's proposal for a national synagogue 
conference which would consider not only 
financial problems connected with the Chief 
Rabbinate but also religious problems of 
deeper import. He relates this to the present 
inertia and lack of initiative of the Orthodox 
synagogues and consequent gains by the 
Reformers and Liberals—a situation which, 
according to reports from Manchester, is of 
particular local significance. No time should 
be lost in giving effect to his proposal, 
and it is a pity. that. Mr. Montagu 
gives no hint of a reaction to it. “Our 
community has-experienced a number of 
rabbinical conferences that have heard fiery 
speeches and adopted pious resolutions but 
left the community worse off for the feeling 
that its religious problems were being looked 
after when they were not. But the .conference 
proposed. by Alderman Moss. will hinder 
rather than help unless the agenda is prepared 
thoroughly in advance and unless its par- 
ticipants come imbued with the desire to pool 
resources. and to back up even those 


decisions, fairly come to by a ‘majority, 


which they have not felt. able to support. 


Were Manchester to. show an example in 


that respect it would. add greatly to its 
laurels. | 


JEWS’ COLLEGE ENTRANTS 
PROFESSOR LEON ROTH last week rather 
departed from the well-worn groove along 
which speakers.at Jews’ College Speech Day 
are accustomed to travel, and his challenging 
remarks merit careful attention. At ‘present 


the College is not merely committed to the: 


teaching of traditional Judaism (a consti- 
tutional safeguard which. is correct for a 
college and which no-one 
suggests altering) but de facto insists that 
before they are admitted Jewish ‘students 
should profess that viewpoint. Professor Roth 


pleaded for some relaxation of this rigidity, 
and this would be good both for the College 


and for the rabbinate. The College rightly 
feels that it is entitled to a wider measure 
of support than the Jewish community gives 
it at present ; yet there is bound to be hesi- 


ancy in some quarters when a community 


which, whatever its nominal adherence, 
reflects many points of view and ‘lives in 
an atmosphere ef free inquiry is asked to 
support academic. institution which 
admits but one. opinion. Further, as was 
Stressed by Professor Roth, the rabbi goes 
out into a world in which age-old beliefs 


are ruthlessly challenged and in which the 
aura of tradition does not prevent them 


from being questioned. How much more 
resilient his faith, therefore, if ijt has. been 
tested by keen debate among students of 
varying opinions and nurtured by teachers 
who. themselves have become accustomed 
to facing the anxious and possibly impetuous 
challenges thrown down by the young. To 
Suggest that the possibility of a little youthful 
heresy might sap the traditional basis of the 
College: would be poor tribute to the 
capacity. of its learned Principal and- his 


-adjutants to indoctrinate a more conserva- 


tive outlook. It will) be remembered -that 
some stich system operated with great success 
at the famous Rrecslau Seminary. nd 
no guarantee that the odd student 
always keep to his Orthodoxy, so’ there is 
no guarantee that the laxer entrant will not 
be persuaded to become more Orthodox. 


~The measure’ advocated by Professor Roth 


would pave the way for a further broaden- 
ing of the aims, objects, and scope of Jews’ 


College by the admission of Jewish students 


who wished to take systematic courses in 
higher Jewish studies »without necessarily 


desiring to. adopt the rabbinate or ministry as 


a profession. It is true that, on rare 
occasions, a student who, for one reason or 
another, wishes to study Semitics in a special- 
ised form or for a specialised examination 
has attended certain lectures at the College, 
and this does not rule out the attendance even 


of non-Jews there. But, with the building of 


a new Jews’ College on its own site as a 
prospect for the foreseeable future, surely 
opportunity should be taken now to 
study ways and means of widening its ambit, 
so that sre learned rabbis and ministers it 
prodyeés will be matched by a learned laity 
Which has always been the aim of Judaism 
throughout its history.

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AHAD HA-AM CENTENARY 

Auap Ha-Am, the centenary of whose 
birth occurs next Wednesday, occupies a 
unique place in the annals of the modern 
Jewish national movement. He founded 
no party or school, and had no followers 
in the strict sense of the ‘term; he was no 
politician or orator, and was completely 
lacking in the qualities which make for 


popular appeal; yet he exercised a deep 


influence on the development of Zionist 
thought, and indirectly on the course of 
Zionist history. Despite his hostility to the 
political Zionism of his day, his utterances 
carried weight because of his insistence on 
the primacy of spiritual and cultural values 
in Jewish nationalism; and he contributed 
materially towards rendering possible a 
working synthesis between the politico- 
economic and the ethico-religious approaches 
to the problems of the Jewish people. His 
personal interest was rather in the troubles 
of Judaism than in those of Jewry ; but his 
faith in the Jewish people was no_ less 
unshakable than his belief that universal 
moral ideals were woven into the fabric of 
its national being. 
intense Jewish feeling and profound Jewish 
knowledge with a modernist outlook 
enabled him to fill the réle of a “guide for 
the perplexed” by means of his restatement 
in modern terms of the basic Jewish attitude 


to religious and ethical questions. In.a sense 


he combined antithetic points of view, and 


in doing so laid himself open to attack from. 


both sides. Few, if any, have ever accepted 


the whole of his teaching; and on the par- 
‘ticular issue of the Jewish State, which he 


saw as the end of a long period of: slow 
development, his forecast has been falsified 
by the course of events. But as to: his out- 
standing intellectual and moral qualities, his 
clarity of thought, and his» single-minded 
devotion to truth, there is no dispute. 
Uniting as he did. an intense Jewish patrio- 
tism and intellectual eminence with practical 
idealism and a passion for righteousness, he 


embodied much of what is highest in the 
influence as 


ideal. Jewish type; .and his 
teacher. and mentor on his own generation 
and on ours owes not less to’ his personal 
qualities than to the. ideas which he 
expounded: in Hebrew prose of. classical 
temper and matchless lucidity. | 


ARAB BOYCOTT 

_ THE state of war which, when it suits their 
purpose, the. Arab countries proclaim as 
existing between themselves and’ Israel, is 
not pursued in a form or to .a degree which 
involves these countries in any serious risk 
of fighting. They are using it, however, as 
an excuse for pursuing an insidious boycott 
far beyond the frontiers of the State of Israel. 


This involves them in no risks, though it 
doubtless gives.them the satisfying sensation 


of making an attack on Israel's economy. 
Firms that trade with Israel or. have Jewish 
directors. or employ Jewish personnel have 
been threatened with severance of. trade 
relations with the Arab States, and it appears 
that the Arab Governments are unrelenting 
in their efforts to secure information on these 
questions which might justify the. threat 


_ Of boycott or, what is their real purpose, 


lead to a promise not to trade with Israel. 
It would be very regrettable if firms in this 
country succumbed to this Arab. blackmail, 
and it is satisfactory to learn, from the 
interview with the Secretary of the Anglo- 
Israel Chamber. of Commerce which we 
publish this week, that none of its member 
firms has done so. Fear is the blackmailer’s 
principal ally, and, as has been shown in 
connection with this very. matter, a little 
firmness induces an instant retreat. But the 
firmness needs to be shown also by the 
Governments of the countries into which 
the Arabs are endeavouring to push their 
aggression not only against Israel but also 
against Jews in general. When the Arab 
countries refuse to allow Jews, of whatever 
nationality, to land within their territories, 
the plea of sovereignty, which carries with 
it the right to deny entry to aliens without 
even assigning a reason, is used to stave off 
protests. The boycott, however, as practised 
‘by the Arabs, goes further and involves an 
inquisition into the religious status of 
citizens of other sovereign States. Against 
such tactics we have the right to expect the 
Governments of the countries concerned to 
make a prompt and united protest. What is 
involved is not the well-being of the State 
of Israel, but the right of other countries’ 
own business men to trade freely in 


accordance with the law.

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HERZL’S DIARIES 


The Diaries of Theodor Herzl, Edited ang 
translated, with an introduction, by Marvin 
LOWENTHAL.

The Diaries of Theodor Herzl occupy a 
unique place in Jewish literaturesand in political 
literature in general, for they ceritain a compre. 
hensive and daily record of the last nine \ears 
of the life of the spiritual founder of the State 
of Israel. It was fortunate that he was « very 
able and industrious writer as well aS a dynamic 
personality of statesmanlike vision. otherwise 
we should not be in possession of this volumin. 
ous and vivid chronicle. Various factors con- 
tributed to his conception of a Jewish State as 
the only solution of the Jewish problem, 
although Herzl himself wrote that it was the 
Dreyfus: trial that made him a Zionist. 


Convinced of the momentous nature of his. 


plan, and unable to foresee What practical steps 
would have to be taken and what. obstacles 
would have to be overcome to achieve its realisa- 
tion, he ‘began early in the summer of 1895 to 
keep a ‘diary so aS to have a day-to-day account 
of his endeavours. continued to make 
entries in it of varying length, methodically and 
meticulously, until shortly before his. death in 
July, 1904,° by which time he had produced a 
chronicle extending to 1,830 pages, 

It 1s an amazing record of an indefatigable, 


resourceful, and heart-breaking. struggle. con- 


ducted by a selfless and determined personality, 
who noted’ down everything of interest that he 
did and thought in the pursuit of his ideal. it 
includes reasonable proposals and fantastic sug- 
gestions, random thoughts and sage reflections, 
drafts of letters and notes for. speeches, pen- 
portraits of. scores of personalities, interviews 
with. statesmen and sovereigns, details of 
important journeys, comments. on 
and conferences, praise: for those who. helped 
and blame for those who hindered, interspersed 
with a frank outpouring of his hopes and. aspira- 
tions, his doubts and fears, his frustrations and 
disappointments, his. annoyance at being ridi- 
culed and his. determination to win through. 
That he succeeded in producing this imposing 
autobiography, while at the same time always 
busy. with nerve-racking political activity, 
occupied with journalistic duties and continuing 
to engage in creative writing, was a triumph o! 
industry and strength of will. 


First English Version 


Herzl’s. Tagebiicher, which, in their original 
manuscript, fill sixteen copybooks (in quarto 
and octavo). are preserved intact in ‘the Central 
Zionist Archives at Jerusalem. Shortly after 
Herzl’s death a typescript was made of the 
manuscript books, and it was on. the basis of 
this. typescript that the first edition of the Ger- 


man diaries was prepared: by an editorial board. 


including Professor Leon Kellner, Martin Buber, 
Hans Herzl, and Sigmund Kaznelson (proprictor 
of the JUpIsScHER VERLAG, of. Berlin) and pub- 
lished in three octavo volumes by the JUDISCHER 
VERLAG in 1922 and 1923. The German edition 
is incomplete, as several hundred passages or 


phrases were deleted from the typescript by the 


editorial board, mostly allusions that might. have 
proved embarrassing to private individuals. of 
public personalities still alive in 1922, as well 
aS certain political observations. and financial 
transactions. Until now only fragments of the 
diarieS’ have appeared in English. . For. the first 
time, Mr. Marvin Lowenthal presents: us with 
an English version of the entire d*aries, bul in 
an abridged form. 
Mr. Lowenthal has accomplished a formidable 
piece of work, which has entailed: much indus 


try and research, and placed English readers 


who have no access to the German edition OF 
cannot read it in his debt. The translation. 5s, 
on the whole, satisfactory, though occasionally 
free. He has written a critical introduction, 
divided the whole book imto twenty-seven 
chapters,. which are given titles. and in most 
cases preceded by a “ continuity ” commentary, 
and provided forty-six pages of most useful 
biographical notes (not entirely free from af 
occasional slip : for example. Sir Francis Monte 
fiore was never President of the Board of 
Deputies). The book. which has an index. has 
been handsomely produced and should. find 115 
way into every Zionist library, 


MODERN POETRY 


The Chatto Book of Modern Poetry, 
1915-1955. Edited by C: Day Lewis and JOHN 
LEHMANN. Chatto & Windus, 15s. .

AHAD LIFE INFLUENCE 


Ahad Ha-Am was born on Ab 17. 
5616, The Hebrew daté. corresponds 
this year with July 25. 


SHER ‘ZVI GINZBERG. 

better known by his pen- 

name Ahad Ha-Am, was 
born in a mainly Jewish townlet 
in South Russia, and from the age 
of twelve onwards grew up in a 
small village to which his father 
moved when he became manager of 
an estate belonging to a big Russian 
landowner. The father, a pious 
Chassid, became fairly prosperous, 
and affluence 
younger. Asher spent his: childhood 


_and early manhood was in marked 


contrast to the grinding — poverty 
which was the lot of: most. of. the 
Maskilim of that period. However, 
he was sent to cheder at the age of 
three, and he: suffered for years 
under successive melamdim like any 
other Jewish child. When the family 
moved to the village he ceased to 
and studied — with 
private teachers at home till he was 
fifteen. From then on he pursued 
his studies in solitude. 


Years of Frustration 


In spite of favourable external. cir- 
cumstances his early years were vears 
of: frustration bitterness. Born 
into .an intensely obscurantist atnio- 
sphere. he displayed from childhood a 
passion for forbidden non- 
Jewish—stodies, and, though he very 
early became=a’ veritable prodigy of 
Talmudic learning, and fully quahfied 
for the rabbinical career for which he 
was. intended: by. his parents... his 
rationalistic and. sceptical habit -of 
mind turned him: against -Chassidism 
and. all.its wavs. He was attracted to 
the study. of medieval Jewish ‘philo- 
sophy..and found in Marmonides <a 
guiding star. Later 
further afield, mastered Russian and 
Other European languages. and came 
under -the influence of the positivistic 
These developments 
created an unbridgeable. gulf: between 
him and his environment, and. led to 
a state of tension which ‘for his peace- 
loving nature: was almost intolerable ; 
but. his filial ‘piety and lack of self- 
confidence kept. him»charned, and he 
was nearly thirty. and had a wife and 
two children (he had been married at 
sixteen); when.a chanee of circum- 
stances ‘made it possible for him to 
leave the hated village and settle in 
Odessa. at that time a great centre of 
Hebrew. letters and. of the 
Jewish. national. movement. Before 
this: he -had ‘more than ‘once ‘gone 
abroad with the intention of studying 
at a university. but on each occasion 
had returned heme after ‘a few weeks. 
lacking. the strength of will. or the 
ruthlessness. to persist in a ceurse of 
action’ which grieved -parents. 


Fund of Erudition 


He had. however, acquired during 
the years. of. solitary study a vast fund 
of eriidition. both in the Jewish and 
in the secular field, and had succeeded 
to a remarkable degree in becoming 
intellectually Europeanised while 
retaining in all its intensity the instinc- 
tive Jewishness of feeling and outlook 
.the ..most 
undiluted Chassidism. 
worked out for himself what may be 
called a philosophy of Judaism and 
Jewish life, though his -views were 
never shaped into a complete and 
coherent system. His..ideas. found 
expression in four volumes of Essays. 
written mostly during his twenty-odd 
years in Odessa. The period: ‘of his 
residence in London (1907-1921) was 
relatively unproductive, and when he 
finally. settled in Palestine. to spend 
there the last. five of his seventy vears, 
he was too broken in health to be 
capable of serious literary work 

It was in Odessa that his real life 
began. His living was made by the 
business which he carried on in part- 
nership with his father. but his heart 
and mind belonged to the “ Love of 
7ion” movement. in which he soon 
hecame one of the. leeding: figures,

Manchester's £300 a Year 


To the Eduor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sin.—The present representatives of 
Manchester Jewry having been shown 
to be wrong in their statements, my 
old friend Alderman Moss comes to 
their rescue with all his usual gallantry 
and ability—but less than his usual 
accuracy. To the regret of all of us 
he left the Chief Rabbinate Council 
and the Consultative and Advisory 
Committee some years ago, and conse- 
quently there seem to be many faults 
in his memory. of those days. 


Unfortunately Manchester's attempts 
to show that they are right, and that 
the unanimous view of all the repre- 


sentatives of all the rest of the country 
is wrong, and that they do not owe the 


rest of the community a total of more 


than. £1,500, growing by another £300 a 


year (and not just £300 as Ald. Moss 
suggests). are getting so lengthy that there — 


will soon be no room in your paper. for 
all the other tems that we look forward 
to each week: 1 will, therefore, content 
myself with correcting only the major; 
and the relevant, errors. 

There was no yardstick in 1948. That 
was why. the Council had to. give. tts 
“complete agreement” to the amounts 
which, aftet discussion, each community 
was prepared to offer. Perhaps, wit 
regard to Manchester, Aki’ Moss. is 
strictly correc! in saying that there was 

‘no offer at all” of £400. and I should 
have said “ agreed to pay.” as Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen had to persuade them to 
come. up-to even that) sum.

3. In spite of this offloading. Manchester 
already owes the rest of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity more than £1,°O00 through failure to. meet 
its commitments and is stl increasing its debt by 
a further £300 a year. 

4. Manchester Jewry—other than those getting 
married--contribute but a minute fraction of a 
penny a year cach to their Chicf Rabbinate 

As these facts cannot be gainsaid—as 
they are facis—may I suggest that we: all 
of us refrain ffom trespassing further on 
your. valuable space ?

JAN PEERCE 


A long-overdue début took place 
last Sunday night at the Royal 
Festival Hall, when Jan Peerce, the 
internationally famous tenor, appeared 
in a recital for the first time in 
London. Indeed, it is surprising that 
this fine artist, 
place Of distinction in opera and con- 
cert for a number of years, should 
have been a stranger to England, 
except through the medium of his 
recordings. 

Mr. Peerce set for himself a= pro- 
gramme which was not only generous in 
point of length, but which also called 


upon all the resources of a supreme artist. 
His. programme ran the entire gamut ot 


the vocal repertoire, with a liberal offering 


of lieder, opera, oratorio, ballad, and. 
Yiddish folk-songs. 
His is _a voice of beautiful texture; 


capable of the most delicate mezzo voce 
as well as dramatic expression. It is 
obvious that he also possesses a deep 
sense of musicianship, as manifested by 
his masterful renditions of such items as 
the florid “Sound an: Alarm” from 
* Judas Maccabeus,’ or the dramatic 

“Tomb. Scene”. from Lucia,’ or the 
delicate construction of Mozart. 

His rendering of a number of Hebrew 
and Yiddish songs in particular evoked 
an enthusiastic reception from. the 
audience. Musicians may not all be in 
accord’ with the modernistic settings in 
which many of the Hebrew and Yiddish 
songs have been placed, but Mr. .Peerce 
surmounted any oddities by an appealing 
interpretation of such numbers as Rabbi 
Levi Yischok’s: “ Plea with the. Lord.” 
and Milner’s setting of Psalm xili, with 
the familiar “* Tanchum an encore. 

Mr. Peerce undoubtedly made many 
new admirers and a return visit should 
find.a warm welcome.

She specialises in ballet depicting 
Biblical scenes; is the director of the 
Jerusalem Biblical Ballet : and is in charge 
of folk-dancing for the Histadrut. Mme 
Nikova has her own school of ballet 
dancing, which was the first to be opened 
in Israel, and herself gives regular ballet 


performances. 
It was in 1925 that Mme Nikova,

from Egypt has been urged on several 
occasions by Jewish organisations in the 
United States. . 

In April, 1954, Mr. Byroade, addressing 
a meeting held by the World Affairs 
Council at Dayton, Ohio, declared that
